A resolution asking the Legisla­ 
ture to permit counties to levy such 
a tax was adopted before the Super­ 
visors association adjourned its an­ 
nual meeting here y esterday . 
The action was taken after Adrian 
A, Kragen professor of law at the 
University of California, suggested 
a state-wide uniform sales tax of 
4 per cent. 
This would leave one per cent 
above the state sales tax of 3 per 
cent for local governments. 
Kragen said this would eliminate 
confusing condition in which 157 
cities now have sales tax es in vary ­ 
ing amounts.

The county supervisors also went 
on record as recognizing that some­ 
thing must be done to get more 
money for highway s and roads.

EDI TORI AL COMMENT 
Bridge 
Big Chance To Object 
WALTER LI PPMANN: 


Thi* week Governor Warren called a meet­ 
ing of California Toll Bridge Authority Sept. 
25 in Sacramento to hear a report and recom­ 
mendation of the Department of Public Works 
concerning construction of the San Rafael- 
Richmond bridge. 
The hearing will be a rare opportunity for 
opponents of the bridge, specifically the Reber 
Plan supporters and obstructionists in the north 
barrier group, to air their objections. 
It will be one of their last chances. If the Toll 
Bridge Authority concurs in the recommenda­ 
tions of the Department of Public Works, it 
may authorize preparation of a $54,000,000 
revenue bond issue for consideration at a later 
date. 
Opponents of the bridge had better come 
with all their forces marshalled. The proposed 
bridge is not just a spur of the moment con­ 
sideration. Nearly a million dollars already has 
been spent or is authorized for preparations of 
plans. 
* 
The bridge, first given serious consideration 
in the early 1920s, received its big push in 19 49 
when Marin county and the city of Richmond 
underwrote a preliminary study by a firm of 
consulting engineers on feasibility of the plan. 
It proved feasible. 
On basis of. this report, a legislative appro­ 
priation of $200,000 was set up for further study 
by the Department of Public Works. It was in­ 
structed to ascertain if a vehicular crossing 
could be built in accordance with provisions of 
the California Toll Bridge Authority Act. 
Receiving a favorable report on the engineer­ 
ing and financial feasibility of the project, the 
19 51 legislature made an additional $750,000 
appropriation for preparation of detailed plans 


and specifications. This work involved founda- 
1 tion ex ploration, traffic studies and plans for 
the substructure, superstructure, approaches 
and other work. 
Department of Public Works has conducted 
this portion of the work far enough to be able 
to make a report and recommendations. Un­ 
doubtedly {his. report is going to recommend 
sale of the revenue bonds and erection of the 
bridge. 
Under the plan the bridge would be con­ 
structed without a cent of tax pay ers* money . 
All the money advanced so £ $r would be paid 
back out of the sale of revenue bonds. The 
people who use the bridge would pay for its 
construction through tolls. 
If the bridge isn’t constructed, however, 
the million dollars advanced already would be 
tax money poured down the rat hole. 
Two y ears of concentrated study will provide 
solid facts and figures for consideration of the 
Toll Bridge Authority . 
Opponents must have sturdier facts if they 
are to be successful in obstructing the bridge's 
erection.* 
To date their cry has been that the bridge 
only provides transportation for cars and 
trucks; that there is no allowance for railroads; 
no facilities for collecting needed water. To 
build the bridge, they say , would make im­ 
possible construction of a dam-ty pe crossing 
for 50 y ears. 
If they have facts to substantiate these claims, 
they will have an opportunity to present them 
' on Sept 23. It would be a most welcome change 
in their attitude. Up to this point there have 
been nothing but unsubstantiated claims pre­ 
sented.

Spnto Rosa Editor Endorses Study 
Monorail Transportation Plan 


Recommendation by May or Alex McCluskey to a 
State Legislature fact-finding committee that cost 
and feasibility be determined of a monorail sy s'tem 
operating into metropolitan areas from as far as 50 
and 60 miles away should be seriously considered by 
the committee. 


In a letter read to the committee by Cit* Manager 
Sam B. Hood in San Francisco last week, May or 
McCluskey pointed out that a staggering increase in 
automobile traffic seems inevitable. 


He urged that state highway problems be co-ordin­ 
ated with a plan for rapid transit. He recommended 
that state gasoline tax es and trucking industry tax es 
be increased to meet immediate highway construction 
needs, and suggested creation of a state revolving 
fund from which cities could borrow and repay for 
major « treat improvements. 


The May or’s suggesion that a monorail sy stem be 
investigated captures the imagination. 
There is a touch of Buck Rogers in the idea of 
bullet-shaped trains or cars hurtling at high speed, 
suspended from a single overhead rail far above 
highway traffic. 
* 
Proponents of monorail transportation contend 
that construction is less ex pensive than conventional 
surface rail construction, and that because of engi­ 
neering design and the fact that the cars are not 
earth-bound and not subject to ground traffic inter­ 
ference, transportation is much faster. They say also 
that the monorail sy stem has an ex cellent safety 
record. 
Whether the enthusiasm of the monorail advocates 
is justified is something to be determined by the 
sort of definite investigation and study urged by 
May or McCluskey , 
The pressing transportation problems facing all of 
California are of such gravity that all suggestions 
carry ing the appearance of merit should be studied.

THE POLICY, of containment, \hem a commitment to go to war 
which was proclaimed as the Tru­ 
man Doctrine in March, 1047, was 
designed to prevent the ex pansion 
of what was then the Soviet orbit. 
But in the two y ears immediately 
following, the Chinese Communist 
revolution carried the whole of 
mainland China into the Soviet 
orbit. 
This failure to contain the ex ­ 
pansion of the Soviet orbit has 
created a situation where the 
Communist power is in numbers, 
area, strategic position already too 
big for the security of the Western 
nations. 
Merely to contain its ex pansion 
from now on will leave the West­ 
ern world in a position where its 
relative power is deteriorating and 
its influence declining. The Soviet 
orbit ex tends from the middle of 
Europe to the shores of Eastern 
Asia. If it is consolidated and de­ 
veloped, it will ex ercise a domi­ 
nating pressure on the whole bor­ 
derland in Asia and in Europe. 


if the revolutionists we incited and 
financed were to rebel, were about 
to be crushed by the Red Army , 
and were appealing to their Amer­ 
ican liberators to come in and help 
liberate them. 


WE ARE FACING, then, the con­ 
sequences of the failure of the 
policy of containment. The mass 
of our adversaries is already ex ­ 
panded bey ond the critical limit—■ 
where the balance of power can be 
stabilized. 
Even though we have succeeded, 
as seems probable, in establishing 
a balance of organized military 
power between the Soviet Union 
and NATO, the general balance of 
power in the world is unfavorable. 
One, for ex ample, among many 
reasons for thinking this is that the 
strain and the cost of containment 
in Korea and in Indo-China is in­ 
ordinately high for the Western 
nations» That is because we are in 
fact ourselves being contained on 
beach-heads in Asia with the vast 
mass of Asia pressing down upon 
us. 
What is more, in large areas of 
the world which are not withii^ 
the Soviet orbit the power and in­ 
fluence of the West is neverthe­ 
less declining. We are beset by re­ 
bellions and hostility in the Mid­ 
dle East and in Africa. 


TO ANNOUNCE that the great 
new American policy will be to in­ 
cite revolt behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain is to invite the satellite gov­ 
ernments to still more ex tereme 
forms of repression. If our friends, 
and the friends of our friends, in 
the totalitarian states are to be 
supported and helped, the one 
thing not to do is to advertise 
our help, or—since it is the fashion 
to talk of politics as if it were 
pugilism—to telegraph our punches. 
In any event, Gen. Eisenhower 
and Mr. Dulles must know that 
against a totalitarian government 
mere propaganda plus cloaks and 
daggers is no hay maker. In the 
totalitarian movement which has 
been going on for 20 y ears, which 
at one time or another has in­ 
volved practically all of continental 
Europe and the whole of Eastern # 
Asia, there has not been I think, a 
single ex ample of a totalitarian 
state overthrown by a popular re­ 
bellion. 
It is the very essence of a totali­ 
tarian state that it has an over­ 
whelming monopoly of phy sical 
force and no inhibitions on the use 
of it. The chances of its being 
overthrown by a popular uprising 
are so small that it is*not being 
serious to describe the incitement 
of rebellion as a new American 
foreign policy . It is at best, if op­ 
erated with great wisdom and 
skill, a useful sideshow.

There isn’t much any way , as Fran­

We are like a man on a 
treadmill, running faster and fas­ 
ter in order to stay where he is. 
This is the situation — I feel 
reasonably certain—to which was 
addressed the Eisenhower-Dulles 
essay in a “ new” foreign policy 
which is to supersede “ contain­ 
ment” by liberation.” Though the 
proposals were, I believe, seriously 
wrong and dangerously misleading, 
they were addressed to a grim sit­ 
uation which will have to be ex ­ 
amined 
deeply 
and 
discussed 


THE TRUE LINE of our policy , 
as I feel reasonably sure Mr. Dul­ 
les knows as well as I do, is not in 
the rebellion of the masses against 
the satellite governments, but in 
the rebellion of the satellite gov­ 
ernments against the U.SJ BR. In a 
word, Tito-ism: the reassertion of 
nationalism against the new Rus­ 
sian imperialism. 
For the masses revolution against 
a totalitarian state is a form of 
suicide. But the rebellion of a 
totalitarian government has hap­ 
pened once. It could happen else­ 
where. 
It ought to be the main preoc­ 
cupation of the policy of the At­ 
lantic community to create the 
conditions which make Tito-ism 
practical and an advantage among 
the satellites and in China. 
That, I believe, is the field in 
which the new policy that suc­ 
ceeds containment will be worked 
out—if, eventually , having realized 
the great peril of our situation, our 
people support an administration, 
which they trust, to do many things 
that no public man today dares 
to do. 


This should be alarming to every 
American who loves his country 
and cherishes democracy . It is the 
nex t step in an effort to force 
thought control. Now one must not 
only sign but must also be willing 
to swear that he is in principle in 
favor of so-called loy alty oath*.

Rice growers in the Sacramento 
valley are threatened with the loss 
of their entire 1952 crop and have 
called for a state of emergency to 
be declared, so state fu nds cou ld be 
u sed to plant feed for the du cks 
which have invaded the rice fields. 
At an emergency mass meeting 
held in the commu nity hall at Rob­ 
bins, in Bu tter cou nty this week, 
more than 290 rice growers agreed 
to send resolu tions to the cou nty 
su pervisors’ association, now meet­ 
ing in San Diego, The resolu tion 
wou ld ask the su pervisors to call on 
Gov. Earl Warren to declare the 
statq of emergency, and make the 
fu nds available.

DUCKS 
The rice growers claim an esti­ 
mated 7,000,000 du cks have invaded 
their fields and are trampling the 
crop into the grou nd. At this week’s 
meeting, they asked state and fed­ 
eral wildlife officials to take the 
money now being spent for devices 
su ch as du ck bombs, Hares and 
plane herding and divert it to feed­ 
ing programs.

And Qu ick mentioned another 
problem which wou ld come u p u nder 
an artificial feeding program. Under 
federal law, which requ ires all feed 
ing to come to a halt 10 days before 
the season opening, the feeding pro­ 
gram wou ld have to be stopped 
Oct. 14. The 10 day* ju st prior to the 
Oct. 24 opening are the peak of the 
rice harvest. 
With their su pplemental food 
su pply su ddenly cu t off, du cks 
might ru in the entire crop, Qu ick 
said. He said the government wou ki 
prefer to find feeding grou nds 
where the program cou ld be carried 
on continu ou sly.

SAN DIEGO UP) — California’s 
county supervisors were on record 
today In favor of a uniform sales 
tax, in which counties would have 
the right to participate along with 
cities. 
A resolution asking the Legisla­ 
ture to permit counties to levy such 
a tax was adopted before the Super­ 
visors association adjourned its an­ 
nual meeting here yesterday. 
The action was taken after Adrian 
A. Kragen professor of law at the 
University of California, suggested 
a state-wide uniform sales tax of 
4 per cent. 
This would ieave one per cent 
above the state sales tax of 3 per 
cent for local governments. 
Kragen said thin would aiiwifriaij» 
a confusing condition In which 157 
cities now have sales taxes In vary­ 
ing amounts. 
(Marin county was represented at 
the meeting by Supervisor Chair­ 
man T. Fred Bagshaw of Mill Val­ 
ley.) 
The county supervisors also went 
on record as recognising that some­ 
thing must be done to get more 
money for highways and roads.

than Is now provided for.

August Shows

Use national shortage of steel due 
to a labor dispute has been blamed 
for the slight dip in building activ­ 
ity shown last month in the unin­ 
corporated areas of Marin.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Bridge Obstructionists Get 
Big Chance To Object 


This week Governor Warren called a meet­ 
ing of California Toll Bridge Authority Sept. 
IS in Sacramento to heat a report and recom­ 
mendation of the Department of Public Works 
concerning construction of the San Rafael- 
Richmond bridge. 
The hearing will be a rare opportunity for 
opponents of the bridge, specifically the Reber 
Plan supporters and obstructionists in the north 
barrier group, to air their objections. 
It will be one of their list chances. If the Toll 
Bridge Authority concur* in the recommenda­ 
tions of the Department of Public Works, it 
may authorize preparation of a $54,000,000 
revenue bond issue for consideration at a later 
date. 
Opponents of the bridge had better come 
with all their forces marshalled. The proposed 
bridge ti not just a spur of the moment con­ 
sideration, Nearly a million dollars alreadv has 
been spent or is authorized for preparations of 
plans. 
The bridge, first given serious consideration 
in the early 1920s, receded its big push in 1949 
when Mann county and the city of Richmond 
underwrote a preliminary study by a firm of 
consulting engineers on feasibility of the plan. 
It prosed feasible. 
On basis of. this report, a legislative sppio- 
priation of $200,000 w as set up for further study 
by the Department of Public Works. It was in­ 
structed to ascertain if a vehicular crossing 
could be built in accordance with provisions of 
the California Toll Bridge Authority Act. 
Receiving a favorable report on the engineer­ 
ing and financial feasibility of the project, the 
1951 legislature made an additional $750,000 
appropriation for preparation of detailed plans 


and specifications. This work involved founda­ 
tion exploration, traffic studies and plans for 
the substructure, superstructure, approaches 
and other work. 
Department of Public Works has conducted 
¿his portion of the work far enough to he able 
to make a report and recommendations. Un­ 
doubtedly this report i§ going to recommend 
sale of the revenue bonds and erection of the 
bridge. 
Under the plan the bridge would be con­ 
structed without a cent of taxpayers* money. 
All the money advanced so far would be paid 
back out of the sale of revenue bonds. The 
people who use the bridge would pay for its 
construction through tolls. 
If the bridge isn’t constructed, however, 
the million dollars advanced already would be 
tax money' poured down the rat hole. 
Two years of concentrated study will provide 
solid facts and figures for consideration of the 
1 oil Bridge Authority. 
Opponents must have sturdier facts if they 
are to be successful in obstructing the bridge’s 
erection. 
T o date their cry has been that the bridge 
onlv 
provides transportation for cars and 
trucks; that there is no allowance for railroads; 
no facilities for collecting needed water. To 
build the bridge, they say, would make im­ 
possible construction of a dam-type crossing 
for 50 years. 
If they have facts to substantiate these claims, 
they will have an opportunity to present them 
' on Sept 23. It would be a most welcome change 
in their attitude. Up to this point there have 
been nothing but unsubstantiated claims pre­ 
sented.

Recommendation by Mayor Alex McCluskey to a 
State Legislature fact-finding committee that coat 
and feasibility be determined of a monorail system 
operating Into metropolitan area* from as far as 10 
and 00 mile* away should be seriously considered by 
th« committee.

Down underneath Gen. Eisen­ 
hower’s misadvanture about liber­ 
ation, which he has been tidying up 
ever since, there is tn estimate of 
the American situation in the 
world today. If it is a true esti­ 
mate, which I beUeve it is, then 
the situation is serious enough to 
sober up anyone who understands 
it. 
There is, however, no partisan 
advantage to be had out of ex- 
ploting the situation, as Gen. Eis­ 
enhower and Mr. Dulles let them­ 
selves be tempted into doing, or in 
svodlng any reference to it, as has 
Gov. Stevenson thus far. 


THE POLICY of containment, 
which was proclaimed as the Tru­ 
man Doctrine in March, 1947, was 
designed to prevent the expansion 
of what was then the Soviet orbit. 
But in the two years immediately 
following, the Chinese Communist 
revolution carried the whole of 
mainland China into the Soviet 
mbit. 
This failure to contain the ex­ 
pansion of the Soviet orbit has 
created a situation where the 
Communist power is in numbers, 
area, strategic position already too 
big for the security of the Western 
nations. 
Merely to contain its expansion 
from now on will leave the West­ 
ern world in a position where its 
relative power Is deteriorating and 
its influence declining. The Soviet 
orbit extends from the middle of 
Europe to the shores of Eastern 
Asia. If it is consolidated and de­ 
veloped, it will exercise a domi­ 
nating pressure on the whole bor­ 
derland in Asia and in Europe, 


WE ARE FACING, then, the con­ 
sequences of the failure of the 
policy of containment. The mass 
of our adversaries is already ex­ 
panded beyond the critical limit— 
where the balance of power can be 
stabilized. 
Even though we have succeeded, 
as seems probable, in establishing 
a balance of organized military 
power between the Soviet Union 
and NATO, the general balance of 
power in the world is unfavorable. 
One, for example, among many 
reasons for thinking this is that the 
strain and the cost of containment 
in Korea and in Indo-China is in­ 
ordinately high for the Western 
nations» That is because we arc in 
fact ourselves being contained on 
beach-heads in Asia with the vast 
mass of Asia pressing down upon 
us. 
What is more, in large areas of 
the world which are not wlthiif 
the Soviet orbit the power and in­ 
fluence of the West is neverthe­ 
less declining. We are beset by re­ 
bellions and hostility in the Mid­ 
dle East and in Africa. 


OUR SITUATION IS GRIM. The 
sphere of Western influence in the 
world is shrinking, and almost all 
the effort of our rearmament and 
our mutual aid and our propaganda 
la apent on not being pushed back 
further. We are like a man on a 
treadknlQ, running faster and fas­ 
ter in order to stay where he is. 
This Is the situation — I feel 
reasonably certain—to which was 
addressed the Eisenhower-Dulies 
essay in a “new” foreign policy 
which is to supersede “contain­ 
ment” by liberation.” Though the 
proposals were, I believe, seriously 
wrong and dangerously misleading, 
they were addressed to a grim sit­ 
uation which will have to be ex­ 
amined 
deeply 
and 
discussed

THEIR FUNDAMENTAL error, 
in my view, was that for the pur­ 
poses of the policy they chose to 
advocate in the election, they 
adopted an exceptionally naive 
view of the power and the char­ 
acter of totalitarian governments. 
They proposed to break up the 
mass of the Soviet orbit by inciting 
resistance and rebellion among the 
peoples. 
They said they were relying on 
propaganda and on clandestine op­ 
erations—all of them measures 
short of war and not carrying with 
'them a commitment to go to war 
if the revolutionists we incited and 
financed were to rebel, were about 
to be crushed by the Red Army, 
and were appealing to their Amer­ 
ican liberators to come in and help 
liberate them. 


TO ANNOUNCE that the great 
new American policy will be to in­ 
cite revolt behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain is to invite the satellite gov­ 
ernments to still more extereme 
forms of repression. If our friends, 
and the friends of our friends, in 
the totalitarian states are to be 
supported and helped, the one 
thing not to do Is to advertise 
our help, or—since it is the fashion 
to talk of politics as if it were 
pugilism—to telegraph our punches. 
In any event, Gen. Eisenhower 
and Mr. Duties must know that 
against a totalitarian government 
mere propaganda plus cloaks and 
daggers is no haymaker. In the 
totalitarian movement which has 
been going on for 30 yean, which 
at one time or another has in­ 
volved practically all of continental 
Europe and the whole of Eastern # 
Asia, there has not been X think, a 
single example of a totalitarian 
state overthrown by a popular re­ 
bellion. 
It ia the very essence of a totali­ 
tarian state that It has an over­ 
whelming monopoly of physical 
force and no inhibitions on the use 
of it. The chances of its being 
overthrown by a popular uprising 
are so small that it is41 not being 
serious to describe the incitement 
of rebellion as a new American 
foreign policy. It is at beat, if op­ 
erated with great wisdom and 
•kill, a useful sideshow. 


THE TRUE LINE of our policy, 
as I feel reasonably sure Mr. Dul­ 
les knows as w ell as I do, is not in 
the rebellion of the masses against 
the satellite governments, but ia 
the rebellion of the satellite gov­ 
ernments against the UBJIJt. In a 
w ord, Tito- isra: the reassertion of 
nationalism against the new Rus­ 
sian imperialism. 
For the masses revolution against 
a totalitarian state is a form of 
suicide. But the rebellion of a 
totalitarian government has hap­ 
pened once. It could happen else­ 
where. 
It ought to be the main preoc­ 
cupation of the policy of the At­ 
lantic community to create the 
conditions which make Tito-ism 
practical and an advantage among 
the satellites and in China. 
That, I believe, is the field in 
which the new policy that suc­ 
ceeds containment will be worked 
out—if, eventually, having realized 
the great peril of our situation, our 
people support an administration, 
which they trust, to do many things 
that no public man today dares 
to do.

Rice growers in the Sacramento 
valley are threatened with the loss 
of their entire 1952 crop and have 
called for a state of emergency to 
be declared, so state funds could be 
used to plant feed for the ducks 
which have invaded the rice fields. 
At an ¿mergency mass meeting 
held to the community hall at Rob­ 
bins, in Butter county this week, 
more than 210 rice growers agreed 
to send resolutions to the county 
supervisors’ association, now meet­ 
ing in San Diego# The resolution 
would ask the supervisors to call on 
Gov. Earl Warren to declare the 
statç of emergency, and make the 
funds available. 
1,980.906 DUCKS 
The rice grower# claim an esti­ 
mated 7,000.000 ducks have invaded 
their fields and are trampling the 
crop into the ground. At this week’« 
meeting, they asked state and fed­ 
eral wildlife officials to take the 
money now being spent for devices 
such as duck bombs, flares said 
plane herding and divert it to feed­ 
ing programs. 
They said they b e l i e v e d such 
stepped up feeding might hold more 
of the ducks on northern feeding 
grounds until the riot harvest had 
been completed. 


State end federal officials could 
give only limited hope, however. 
Paul Quick, assistant regional 
director of the United States Flah 
and Wildlife service from Portland, 
said he wasn’t sure how the service 
could handle feeding. 
INTERNATIONAL TREATY 
Quick » id migratory waterfowl 
wm the government s responsibility 
under an international treaty with 
Mexico and Canada. * 
“But f r a n k l y and honestly, I 
couldn’t, tell you about feeding,” 
Quick told the growers. “No laws tell 
us what to do. We have no appro­ 
priation for the purcheae of feed. So 
I can’t tell you just how much 
money we can spend.” 
And Quick mentioned another 
problem which would come up under 
an artificial feeding program. Under 
federal law, which requires all feed­ 
ing to come to a halt 10 days before 
the season opening, the feeding pro­ 
gram would have to be stewed 
Oct. 14, The 10 day# Just prior to the 
Oct. 34 opening are the peak of the 
rice harvest. 
With their supplemental f o o d 
supply snddaobr rill off, ducks 
might into tiie entire crop, Qukk 
said He asfc the government would 
psafer to ftod feeding grounds 
where the program could be carried 
m continuously.
